FOOD FOR COWS.

YOUNG STOCK.

The chances of profit are 
greater tho younger In life a fowl 
begins to lay. A chicken hatched at 
such u timo that no eggs aro pro¬ 
duced until tho spring that it is a 
year old 'has already lost a sum 
which may bo greater than tho eggs 
which will bo produced that summer. 
These pullets tiro starting their ca¬ 
reer in debt, for their owner has in¬ 
vested more in them in food and care 
than they will bo likely to lepay. 


KEEFINO POTATOES. 

A little air-slukcd lime, dusted 
over the potatoes as they are put 
In bins, barrels, boxes, or in heaps 
on the collur floor will prevent de¬ 
cay. Tho lime has a purifying ef¬ 
fect, absorbing the moisture, and 
keeps them sweet, dry and fresh. Five 
cents' worth of lime will be sufficient 
for 20 bushels.

For a breakfast of breakfast food, 
©ggs, steak, toast and colTce use 
one brick. For a dinner of roast 
mouts, vegetables, boiled meats, 
puddings, etc., use five or six bricks 
in relays. A day's washing or iron¬ 
ing, which at present price of fuel 
threatens to be more expensive, can 
be done with tho oiled brick fuel at 
a cost of 20 cents. It will take Htr 
tlo moro trouble to replenish a uro 
with oiled bricks every half hour 
or so than it docs to keep up a doal 
fire. 

To test tho oiled brick ns fuel a 
breakfast of medium boiled eggs. 
colToe, toast and steak P r ®~ 

pared with ono brick, taking twenty 
minutes to cook tho food. For tho 
purpose an ordinary terra cotta 
brick was used. A tin pan half the 
depth of the brick was used as a 
bath for the brick. A half-inch of 
kerofono wns poured into this. f Iho 
bricks are hollow, so that by turn¬ 
ing ono over until its four sides arts 
wet it can be thoroughly saturated. 
They are grooved and porous, so 
they absorb tho oil rapidly. Jn this 
bath of kerosene the brick was rolled 
and the oil permitted to saturate it. 
it was then taken from tho tin and 
placed in an ordinary cooking 
stove. Wlior tho match wns applied 
tho brick ignited slowly, but soon 
was burning strongly. The heat was 
interne and tho stove was soon hot 
and the food rapidly cooking.

One of the less important Mullahs, 
however, a man who was never 
known outside his country until he 
began to be heard of a s "The Mod 
Mullah,’ suddenly assumed, in 1901, 
nn attitude of hostility to the white 
race. He is known ns Uaji Mohnm- 
nuvl Bui Abdullah. JI 0 is a relig- 
ious fanatic, one of the lenders in 
islnm whose religion has become a 
frenzy, and lie lias exhibited mag- 
Detic. u nd persuasive qualities suf¬ 
ficient to imbue those* around him 
w it I, his own rabid ideas. He is 
:aihd by Europeans the Mad Mul¬ 
ish. simply because ho has been 
preaching a v.*nr of extermination 
ngainst the whiles. He has rallied 
mound him thousands 0 f fairly well- 
nnned natives who are devoted to 
his cause. The reports from Soma¬ 
li la ml have been very meagre and it 
Is not known bow many of the oth- 
h Mullahs, if any. have joined his 
Hnmhml; but tlm Mad Mullah has 
bee,, exceedingly active since he be¬ 
gun to attract attention. Within 
I he past year he has met tlu forces

IDYLLIC ISLAND LIFE. 

No Drunkenness, Crime, Police, 
Jails or Courts. 

Away from tho ordinary track of 
ships, und blessed with a splendid 
climate, axe tho Cocos-Koeling In¬ 
lands, in tho Straits Archipelago. 
Their history is as strange and ro¬ 
mantic as their present life is curious 
and u,;ique. 

In 182A a Scotch sailor named 
Row landed and, seeing that the 
isle* were very good, ho took pos¬ 
session and settled there with his 
family. Tho nutives were gontlo and 
teachable, so that Ross had no diffi¬ 
culty in making himself their ruler. 
In 1851 ho hoisted the Union Jack 
( uf * a pro ‘aution against tho visit of 
a wandering French man-of-war. and 
six years later tho isles were form¬ 
ally annexed by tho British Oovenv- 
ment. With rare tact and wisdom, 
Ross dovolod himself to governing 
the people over whom he had so 
quaintly esUiblishod himself n» king, 
and on his dcqteuro ho bequeathed his 
mb*Ion of government and pro¬ 
prietorship of tho Cocos-Keeling to 
! h : s son. The present owner and 
ruler of the islands, J. (J. (Jinnies 
Ross, is the third in successor.. lie 
was studying cn/jinecring at Glasgow 
when his father's death callod him 
to tin; fare fifteen years ago. Aban¬ 
doning Ida European ambitions, ho 
j settled fn his kingdom, married a 
I Cocos wife, und devoted his life to

Professor W G. Miller, Provincial 
Gcologiwt, made u n examination bt 
an extensive area of gravel oti Lake 
Savant, northeast of Sturgeon Ixikc, 
in the District of Thunder Buy, 
where discoveries of gold In placet- 
form hud been reported. Tlie placer 
lields, however, turned out to bo low 
in value. 

Subsequently, Mr Miller spent

AGRICULTURAL SHOW8 IN 
BRITAIN. 

A private letter from Mr. W. A. 
MacKinnon, Chief of the Fruit Di¬ 
vision, Dominion Department of Agri- 
cuRui<s who ia now in Great Britain, 
contains some interesting notes on the 
development of Agricultural shows in 
that country. Some of .frl* criticisms 
given herewith are well .worthy of 
notice by those lntereeted in Agricul¬ 
tural Education in Canada. 

“One striking feature of the recent 
Royal Show at Carlisle, Eng., was 
that all but two or three of the build¬ 
ings were simply frames covered with 
canvas, in other words the show took 
place under a series of long tents. 
The advantage of this system is that 
the framework can be taken down, and 
the tents shipped from point to point 
and used many times In the season. 
This arrangement also makes it possi¬ 
ble to use grounds for an exhibition 
which are required during the rest of 
the year for another purpose. 

The tents are arranged in a compact 
and systematic order, in such a way 
that visitors can go in one direction 
and return in auother, seeing always 
new exhibits. The classes are ar¬ 
ranged in blocks, not in long lines. 

There are four classes of Agricul¬ 
tural 8how8 In Great Britain (1) The 
large shows devoted to breeding types 
and implements ; these are open to the 
kingdom. (2) Local shows, for the 
benefit of tenant farmers and* breeders 
in the neighborhood; there may be 
certain open competitions in these, 
and the addition of sections for horti¬ 
culture, apiculture, sports, etc., is 
optional. (8) Fat Stock Shows for 
the encouragement of the production 
of high class butcher’s meat. The 
chief ones aje hold at Birmingham, 
Leeds and Norwich ; the finals, so to 
speak, where the winners in the three 
forn^sr compete, take place at the great 
Smithfield show. (4) Specific 8bows ; 
these are held for the benefit of one or 
more particular branches of Agricul¬ 
ture, such as dairying, fruits, poultry, 
horses, etc. A good type of this class 
of show is that held at the Agricul¬ 
tural Hall, Loudon, during three con¬ 
secutive weeks for special breeds of 
horses as follows :—First week Shires, 
second week Hackneys, third week 
thoroughbred hunters and polo ponies. 
One of the best of these specific shows 
is that held at Ashbourne, Derbyshire, 
u great Shire horse centre, (owing to 
local conditions, fine grass, climate, 
etc.); here they have threo main 
divisions of the show ; one for general 
classes,(2) foals bred by tenant far¬ 
mers, (8) foals from stallions belong¬ 
ing to local breeders. 

Another notable show is that called 
the Cart Horse Parade held in London, 
where prizes are given for the best 
single, pair, unicorn, and four horse 
teams ; these must be working horses 
attached to vehicle without load. No 
new harness or vehicles are allowed; 
the turnout must have been used up to 
the date of the show,—Whit Monday. 
The prizes are given for the be*t work¬ 
ing condition, the object being to en¬ 
courage carters to take good care of 
their animals and a pride in their 
appearance. This is one of the most 
commendable of the specific shows. 

There are many local poultry shows 
and village shows of vaiying import¬ 
ance; at some of these prizes are given 
to the school children for the best col¬ 
lections of named grasses, weeds, etc.

value of the .show’ or the cash results 
to the farmers at large. 

In the catalogues and prizo liatH 
Judg'.s are warned not to bo influenced 
by the market value of stock in mak-. 
ing their awards, and a high official 
stated that in his Opinion too little 
attention was paid to the economic 
valuo of the exhibits, and that farmers 
are sometimes misled by awards so as 
to produce an article which is not 
remunerative.

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CANADAS COAL FIELDS. 

Our DtpoalU of Black Diamonds Ar* in 
the far Bast and the i'ar Weii 
— Area of Production. 

Canada’s coal deposits are in the 
far East and the fur West. That is 
why wo In Ontario are dependent up- 
on the United States for our jupply. 

In the year 1900 the output of the 
British Columbia coal mines amount¬ 
ed to 1,690,179 tons. Of this quan¬ 
tity 1,883,375 tons came from the 
Vancouver Island Holds, the remain¬ 
der being yielded by the mines of tho 
Crow’s Nest Bass. By fur the larg¬ 
er part of the British Columbia coal 
is sold outside of Canada, to pur¬ 
chasers in California, the liawuiiun 
Islands, and Alaska. The China and 
Australian steamships are also large 
consumers. In 1000 California took 
! 760,017 tons, which was somewhat 
! more than half the yield of tho Brit- 
• ish Columbia mines for that year. 
Tho Nanaimo, the Wellington, the 
Union, and the Alexandria are the 
great collieries of Vancouver Island. 
The coal produced on the island is of 
a hard bituminous variety, more 
closely resembling the Welsh coal 
than that of Ohio. It is of a high 
grade, both for steam and poking 
purposes, and is largely used for 
house heating. At Nanaimo tho prin¬ 
cipal mine is directly on tho shore 
and the galleries are pushed out far 
under the water, so that as at Cape 
Breton, \ossols may load, with coal 
that is extracted immediately gbe- 
neath them. The producing mines are 
in tho bunds of private companies, 
i Mr. .J. McE'oy, an official of the 
, Geological Survey, made a report on 
, tho Crow’s Nest coal Held fn tho 
liocky Mountains, which ho explorod 
\ for the purpose in 1900. lie esti¬ 
mates the extent of the coul area 
thero at 230 square miles, or 147,- 
200 acres. He calculates that tho 
yield per acre should be 153,180 tons 
of 2,210 pounds, and the totul yield 
22,595,200,000 tons. Of this area 
50,000 acres is owned by the Domin¬ 
ion, the remainder belonging to the 
J Crow’s Nest Bass Company end the 
Canadian Bacilic Railway Company. 
In 1900 the Crow’s Nest Bass Com¬ 
pany raised 200,803 tons, of which 
47,353 tons were for coke-making 
purposes. There were exported to the 
United States 7,908 tons of coal 
and 38,958 tons of coke, tho remain¬ 
der of the output being sold in Cana¬ 
da.. Geologists report upwards of 50 
workable seams of coal in tho Crow’s. 
Nest region. These seams vary in 
thickness from 4 to. 30 feet, and 
ubout one-third of them are canncl, 
the remainder bituminous.

There are many Instance* of where a 
suitable catch line well drilled Into 
people has been of great value In bond¬ 
ing business. The best catch line is 
one that flta your business best and 
the discoverer of such a line Is spt to 
be due more to inspiration than to ef¬ 
fort Pick the distinctive feature of 
your stock or business methods and en¬ 
deavor to express it in a breath. 

If you can coin a phrase that ex¬ 
presses your central business idea oi 
emphasizes some feature that mark* 
your store alone, you can make good 
use of It It puts Into condensed form 
an Idea that will get hold of people 
and Influence them If persistently pre¬ 
sented to them. One fact about your 
business well lodged in the heads of 
people is as good as a score that do not 
penetrate. 

You can make people believe about 
what you like if you go about It prop¬ 
erly. If a man comes to you today and 
tells you there will be a panic inside 
of six months, you will pay no atten¬ 
tion to him. If another comes tomor¬ 
row with the same story, he will get 
no attention, but you will Idly wonder 
what is getting Into folks. The third 
man you will arguo the matter with. 
The fourth will get more of a hearing, 
and you will begin to see signs of dis¬ 
aster yourself. By the time the tenth 
man lias made tho statement you will 
be ready to tell folks the same story 
yourself. 

Probably you yourself could not be 
Influenced In such a manner, but the 
common run of people are built that 
way and will believe what they are 
told often enough. That is why an 
expressive catch phrase docs good. It 
comes to stand for you and your meth¬ 
ods and of necessity is remembered 
when goods In your line are wanted. 

As ordinarily used such a phrase Is 
of little value, because It Is not proper¬ 
ly hammered into people. Such a llns 
should go on letter beads, billheads, 
stationery, envelopes, should go Into 
every ad. or circular, should be seen 
about the store and should appear on 
labels. Put It on a sticker to attach to 
goods and packages. Let people see 
it everywhere. If it means what it 
says, people are going to respond to it.

THE PROTEST IN LENNOX- 

PARTICULARS IN PETITION AND 
CROSS FILED TUESDAY. 

Charges of Ballot-switching Made- 
Intimidation and the Payment of 
Voters—The Date of Trial at Napa- 
neo. 

Particulars were filed at Osgoode 
yesterday in the petition against the 
return of Mr. Thomas CarscalDn in 
Lennox. The petitioiers are F. A. 
Perry, William It. Miller and John G. 
Gunn. There are fifty-one paragraphs 
of particulars. It is charged that at 
Amherst Island D D. Findlay, an 
agent,! intimidated William Wilson 
by threatening to dismiss him if ho 
did not vote for the respondent, and on 
the day following the election did dis¬ 
miss him; that William Beaublen of 
Amherst Island was promised a liquor 
license to induce him to vote for the 
respondent; that money was paid 
John Armstrong, of Richmond Town¬ 
ship, to be expended corruptly. 

Another charge is that agents of 
the respondent stored quantities of 
liquor for the use of voters in different 
places in the town of Napanee, and 
that this liquor was used on election 
day. 

Money, it is alleged, was paid to, 
William Beaubien, $1 ; Aubrey Bonn, 
$5, to procure the votes of his father, 
brother and uncle ; William Fenwick, 
$5; Fred Whiskon, $1.50; Daniel 
Higley, Edward Fields, Kzra Sand- 
ford, Edward Maracle, James Bab¬ 
cock, John Johnston, Charles Pearson, 
Thomas Pearson, $2 each; Thomas 
McNeill, $5; Levi Kelly, $2; F. W. 
ParkinsoD, $1; Patrick McGovey, $2, 
and James Sheehan $2. A number of 
names are also challenged on the 
grounds that the voters have no right 
to vote. 

The cross petition, in which the 
petitioners are John F. Baker, Henry 
Milling and Reuben Herrington, aud 
the respondent is M. S. Madole, was 
also filed yesterday and is a very 
much more lengthy affair. It deals 
principally with an alleged conspiracy, 
and charges that immediately after 
the nomination of Mr. Madole the 
executive officers of the Reform Asso¬ 
ciation of Lennox entered into a con¬ 
spiracy for the placing of the organi¬ 
zation of the riding in the hands of a 
man hired and brought into the riding 
to relieve Mr. Madole, as it was 
thought, from personal responsibility 
for any illegal or corrupt acts, and 
that in pursuance of this conspiracy 
the Secretary of the Reform Associa¬ 
tion, W. S. Herrington, K.C., with the 
knowledge and consent of the respon¬ 
dent. communicated with Hon. J. R 
Stratton, who had supervision for the 
Ontario Government of that portion 
of the Province in which the elec¬ 
toral district of Lennox is situated, 
and that at the request of Herrington 
and Madole, Hon. Mr. Stratton, acting 
for himself and his colleagues of the 
Ontario Liberal Association, or 
through Alexander Smith, the Secre¬ 
tary of the Association, provided a 
Provincial fund for the Liberal party, 
a portion of which was expended cor¬ 
ruptly in Lennox, and also gave George 
M. Sutherland, of Toronto, a Liberal 
organizer, money for wages and to ex¬ 
pend in corrupt purposes in order to 
induce Sutherland to procure the re¬ 
turn of Madole.

LENNOX TRIAL TO GO ON. 

MOTION TO SET ASIDE THE 

petition dismissed 

The motion to set aside the petition 
against the return of Mr. T. G. (Jar*- 
callen in Lennox on the ground of 
irregularity in the swearing of the. 
affidavits was dismissed by a judg¬ 
ment of Mr. Justice Osier, delivered 
Monday. 

Mr. Justice Osier iu bis judgment 
states’ that from the affidavits filed and 
.the argument the objection to the 
proceedings appears to be that the 
commissioner bJorewhom the petition¬ 
ers’ affidavit of bona tides, etc., was 
sworn was disqualified, bo being the 
solicitor by whom the petitiou and the 
affidavit were prepared or filled up and 
by whom, a-* agent for the petitioners’ 
solicitors, the petition, as appears by 
the endorsement thereon, was ( resented. 

The affidavits filed show, said the 
judgment, that Messrs. Kerr, Davidson 
Paterson A Grant prepared the petition 
aud sent a clerk with it to Napanee to 
have it signed and tlm affidavits 
sworn by the petitioners. The affi¬ 
davits were taken before Mr. German 
there. The documents were brought 
to Toronto, but Mr. German afterwards, 
as agent for Kerr & Co., filed the 
petition with the local registrar. The 
judgment points out that at common 
law there was no disqualification, of a 
solicitor or bis clerk from taking affi¬ 
davits, that the election court rules 
are silent on the point, and tfint the 
consolidated rules lo not disqualify an 
agent, but only the solicitor or his 
clerk or partner. There was no actual 
impropriety : the objection was purely 
technical. A further rtasou urged by 
the Judge was that when the affidavits 
were sworn there was no cause or 
matter in court, and therefore no 
solicitor on the record. 

On every ground the objection fails, 
and the motion is dismissed, with 
costs to the respondent iu any event.

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FATTENING POULTRY. 

I started fattening by cramming, 
because 1 Jiad known from many 
years' experience that much of my 
market poultry was not In condition 
to command tho highest price, 
writes Mr. Win. II. Allen. Further¬ 
more. a mnrket poultrymnn wh 0 wai 
in u position to know, told mo that 
it one could fatten poultry success¬ 
fully by cramming, there was more 
) A uoy in that line than in any oth¬ 
er, ns there was always a dearth of 
fancy poultry in tho market. I linal- 
Jy started to make a cramming ma¬ 
chine, bu‘ hud no literature on the 
subject, nor anything to go by. 
From a colToo pot and tt baking pow- 
der can. I rigged up n. reservoir and 
cylinder for holding food. A spout 
was solderod to Ihe can and a stout 
wire with it cup used for a plunger. 
This was connected to a foot lever 
forcing out tho feed. 

J constructed a coop with the front 
and partitions of wire divided into 
M-von stalls und put in seven birds. 
These were fed on on-third bran 
mid two-thirds coarse corn meal, but 
they did not gain in weight. 4The 
pump broke many times, and it was 
changed this wav and that until fin¬ 
ally perfected. It took longer to 
f<M'd these seven birds titan it does 
now to feed 200. 

Hefom the next lot of birds was 
l»ut, in, the coops were changed 
somewhat, afiil tho windows riurken- 
id ‘I got the pump to working bet¬ 
ter. but had to stop and fill it for 
about every third bird. When 1 had 
iinishrd ihe lot some were heavier 
than when orginally put in. and 
some were not. For the third lot, 

I bought bolted corn meui where pre¬ 
viously 1 had mod common course 
meal and to t be mixture of one- 
third I ran and two-thirds meal. 1 
added a little charcoal. To my sur- 
pn i*. the birds did much better than 
before. In fact. they all gained, 

1 hough some of them precious Jit- 
i le nf the 21 birds. I lost seven. 1 
was so anxious to give them a 
square meal that I not only filled 
lie* crop, but the windpipe also. 

I made more coops anil kept at it, 
for the marketin 'ii gave me greater 
eneutiiagement, in the wa.v of prices 
for tInne I la11oped, ^iind 1 saw the 
good dollar ahead if once I could 
cut out the Joss I kept losing 
birds*, but at length 1 awoke to the 
fact that I was feeding cadi bird the 
seine amount of food So 1 chang¬ 
ed about, and gauged the amount of 
fid by fee:ing of the crop. The 
percentage of loss decreased perce|>- 
tibly, and by constant patience und 
untiring energy 1 gradually lessened 
that hr:, so that to-day it is hbotil 
nothing: i:i fact, with most lots, 
none at a'l, and in cases w 4 licrc they 
do die it is a bird that was sickly 
in lime of looping up. 1 now make 
belter than fcHO on each IOO birds 
f.d truing three Weeks I have had 
lids of birds gain three pounds or 
more, aide the greater number two 
pounds tlie in i tw <» week*.

HOME GOOD RECIPES. 

Mock Cherry Pie — One-half cup 
chopped raisins, one cup chopped 
cranberries half cup cold water, one 
cup sugar, a little salt, and a piece 
of butter 0 n top. Lake with two 
cruets. 

Ham Salad.—Chop fine the remains 
of boiled haru. Add the heart and 
inside leaves of two largo heads o 4 
lettuce, and pour over a dressing 
made ns follows: One tablcspbou 
salt, one tablesooon butter, one tea¬ 
spoon each of popper, ground mus¬ 
tard, ground celery seed and sugar. 
Heat the yolks of throe eggs lightly, 
stir the above ingredients together, 
adding half pint vinegar. Boil till 
it creams, and when cold, pour over 
tho ham and lottuco. Now stir in 
one cup sweet cream. 

Pickled Onions.—One peck small 
onions, peeled and put into .salted 
hot water with sulflcicnt vinegar to 
give a sour taste. Boil till soft en¬ 
ough to stick a fork in. Drain off 
I this water and wipe dry. Have 
bottles or cans ready* Into which 
drop tho onions. Jlavo a vinegar 
prepared in this way: Two quart* 
strong vinegar, one quart water, one 
pint sugar, two tablespoons white 
mustard wood, two stick horse-radish, 
cinnamon sticks. Boil all together 
till the strength is boiled out of 
spices. Pour over tho onions while 
hot, uml seal. You will be surpris¬ 
ed ut tho good flavor. 

Apple Marmalade.—A delicious des¬ 
sert. one that tempts the most fickle 
appetite, both in tusto und looks, is 
made with apples. Any good, tart 
cooking apple is suitable. Parc tlio 
fruit and slice thin.
